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Budget freeze halts new hiring Gerth sets

President Donald Gerth said Thursday 
additional hiring of faculty after the Univer- 
sity’s 106 current open positions are filled 
has been put on hold following Gov. Gray 
Davis’ projection of a $14 billion state bud- 
get deficit. 

Gerth made the announcement to Facul- 


ty Senate members after a teleconference 
with California State University Chancellor 


Charles B. Reed, who said the CSU system , 


may be forced to make budget cuts for the 
2002-03 fiscal year to accommodate the 
deficit. Gerth said positions currently open 
due to this semester’s enrollment increase 
will still be filled, but all others are on hold un- 
til more is known about the budget situation. 

“T want to hold back on any more hiring 


until we get a steady grasp on the next few 
years of enrollment,” Gerth said. “When we 
do get a number, then we will figure out 
where the money will come from.” 
The CSU has been asked to look at mak- 
ing budget cuts for the next fiscal year to 
lessen the impact of the deficit, said CSU 
Spokesperson Clara Potes-Fellow. Chancel- 
lor Reed will meet with the presidents of the 
23 CSU campuses to look at possible solu- 


tions, and a task force consisting of students, 
faculty and Board of Trustees members is 

also in the works. | 
“T’m sure when (Chancellor Reed) meets 
with the presidents in November, he will 
have a more detailed idea of how this task 
force will be framed,” Potes-Fellow said. 
Though the possibility exists that Sacra- 
mento State may be forced to make some

Associated Students, Inc. and a newly established 
Faculty Senate task force received deadlines last week 
to present alternatives to President Donald Gerth’s de- 
cision to eliminate the Monday-Wednesday-Friday 
scheduling format. 

Faculty Senate created a work group Oct. 25 con- 
sisting of 12 
members, 
including M-W- 
seven depart- | 
ment chairs 
and two representatives from ASI. 

The group has until Nov. 8 to draft a proposal, 
when Faculty Senate members will discuss it, said Sen- 
ate Chair Bob Buckley. 

The Senate will then vote on the proposal Nov. 15, 
Buckley said. If approved, it will be sent to Gerth in ac- 
cordance with his Nov.16 déadline.

Sacramento State President Donald Gerth didn’t 
wake up last month deciding to create a furor by forc- 
ing schedule changes for fall 2002, despite how things 
may seem to his most ardent critics. 

While Gerth’s Oct. 1 mandate of a “prime time” 
Monday-Wednesday-Friday schedule next year out- 
rages many students and morethan a few faculty mem- 
bers, the overcrowding problems his plan attempts — 
and some say fails — to solve is a problem 10 years in 
the making. 

During that decade student enrollment rose, fell 
and rose again. That’s when faculty started worrying 
about their jobs. That’s when students got a Thursday 
night social life. And that’s when administrators closed 
their eyes, according to critics. 

In 1991, a recession hit California and punctured 

eight straight years of rising student enrollment at Sac

MIDEADLINE: from page A1 
er options to solve the problem.” 

ASI’s Flexible Scheduling Task 
Force was also granted an extension 
to provide its own proposal of alter- 
natives to Gerth’s plan, said ASI Pres- 
ident Artemio Pimentel. That deadline 
was pushed from Oct. 26 to Nov. 5. 

ASI’s group is using surveys filled 
out by Sacramento State students to 
help come up with a plan of action, 
Pimentel said. As of last Monday, 
nearly 1,000 surveys had been col- 
lected. 

“We have been working hard to 
get surveys out to have students voice 
their opinions,” Pimentel said. “T met 
with President Gerth last week, and 
one of his priorities was scheduling.” 

Gerth’s decision to extend the 
deadlines essentially freezes any 
schedule planning for the 2002-03 
academic year until Nov. 16, his im- 
posed deadline. 

‘The President has sent out a note 
to all deans and chairs of departments 
to put everything on hold,” Buckley 
said. 

Gerth initially approved the plan, 
which would eliminate Monday- 
Wednesday classes next year, on Oct. 
1 after establishing a task force a 
month earlier to examine classroom 
overcrowding. 

Students and faculty quickly 
jumped on the plan, however: stu- 
dents due to their lack of involvement 
in the decision, and faculty because 
some didn’t think it would create any 
more space. | 

The Senate work group includes 
seven Department Chairs: Val Smith 
(Communications Studies), Jaime Al- 
vayay (Organizational Behavior and 
Environments), Susan Gomez (Child 
Development), Don Warner (Com- 
puter Science), Fred Baldini (Kine- 
siology and Health Sciences), Laurel 
Heffernan (Biological Sciences) and 
Tammy Bourg (Psychology).

1,000 student surveys , 
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resentatives Pimentel and Chief of 


Staff Kevin Greene, Space Manage- — 
ment Coordinator Denise Ramos and 


Associate Vice President for Acade- 
mic Affairs Paul Noble, who authored 
the original plan to eliminate the Mon- 
day-Wednesday format. 

The Office of Institutional Re- 
search is processing the information in 
the surveys for the ASI group, ac- 
cording to Greene, who also chairs 
the student task force. 

“ Student surveys will be distrib- 
uted in the Library Quad at various 
hours to target a wide range of stu- 
dents,’ Greene said. 

Pimentel said the surveys give the 
students input into the decision, some- 
thing they didn’t have when it was 


. initially handed down. 


“The surveys help students voice 
their opinions,” Pimentel said. “Our 
job is to see what stand we are going 
to take on behalf of the students.”

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Also during the meeting, ASI 
President Artemio Pimentel with- 
drew a resolution in support of non- 
resident tuition. 

“The governor signed the bill al- 
ready,” Pimentel said. “We with- 
drew it because it no longer needed 
our endorsement.” 

Effective Jan. 1, 2002, the new 
legislation will allow resident aliens 
who have completed at least three 
years of high school in California 
to pay in-state tuition. 

“With this in effect, it would al- 
low for more children of immigrants 
to pay resident fees. We as an organi- 
Zation are in full support; we believe it 
is an excellent bill that would aid many 
families in the state of California,” Pi- 
mente] said. “This will help promote 
higher education in areas of lower eco- 
nomic classes, so we will continue to

see an increase of students in the CSU 
system.” 

The Board also considered 
adding two non-voting members 
representing the Greek community, 
but the measure failed. : 

“Tt did not pass because the leg- 
islation was poorly written,” Kline 
said. “There was no clear plan for 
this, and if the drafters of the legis- 
lation want to see this again, they 
have to go back to the drawing 
board.” 

Kline said having fraternity and 
sorority members on the board 
would add to the diversity of ASI, 
but added he didn’t think there is 
much interest as far as the Greeks are 
concerned. 

“T don’t think the Greek com- 
munity cares about this, or else more — 
people would have been at the meet- 
ing to help support it,” Kline said.

budget cuts, the large enrollment in- 
crease seen by the University in re- 
cent years still needs to be addressed, 
said Sac State Vice President for Ad- 
ministration Ed Del Biaggio. 

“Somehow, there’s going to have to 
be funds found to address the enroll- 
ment increase,” Del Biaggio said. 

When the state faced a budget 
shortage and recession in the early 
1990s, the CSU was forced to raise 
student fees nearly 50 percent before 
restoring them to normal several years 
later. Potes-Fellow said there has been 
no discussion of raising fees again so far, 
although it could be considered as an option 
when the task force is put together. 

“At this point, nothing has been 
said about (raising fees),”’ Potes-Fellow 
said. “I think when the chancellor ap- 


_ points a task force, they will look at 


every opportunity to make ends meet.” 

Del Biaggio said a fee increase 
would be highly unlikely. 

“T almost 100 percent can guaran- 
tee there won’t be any fee increase,” 
Del Biaggio said. | 

Sac State Associate Vice President 
of Public Affairs Ann Reed said the 
budget situation is “very slippery,” and 
can change from one week to the next. 

“Anything you’re sure about to- 
day, you’re not sure about three weeks 


from now, because it changes,” Reed | 


Said. 

Reed said the true status of next 
year’s budget won’t be known until 
May 2002, when the Governor’s pre- 
posed budget is revised. 


“We really aren’t going to know | 
much until next summer,” Reed said. | 


Police received calls 
about suspicious mail

properly and have the correct postage 
and calling the proper authorities if 
needed, McEntee said. 

Campus Police are also working 
with a heightened sense of awareness 
after fielding several calls from people 
concerned about suspicious mail, said 
Department Public Information Officer 
John Hamrick. 

According to police reports, a man 
concerned about an envelope he re- 
ceived at his off-campus home brought 
the item to campus Oct. 15 to be 
checked by police officers. Another 
letter containing bumps in the paper 
was received at Amador Hall Oct. 19, 
and officers were called to look at it. 

In both cases, the incidents turned 
out to be false alarms, Hamrick said. 

The campus also had a scare three 
weeks ago when Santa Clara Hall was 
closed after a suspicious white sub- 
stance was found in the building. The 
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substance was tested and eventually 
proven to not be biohazardous. 

The number of calls to police deal- 
ing with concerns about possible ter- 
rorists or anthrax-related activities has 
also brought a slight increase in po- 
lice staffing, Hamrick said. 

“Once a call has been dispatched, 
the answering officer makes the call for 
additional help based on the informa- 
tion and evidence present,” Hamrick 
said. 

Anthrax is a potentially deadly bac- 
teria that has received national attention 
in recent weeks after being mailed to 
prominent figures, government offices 
and businesses around the world. Ham- 
rick acknowledged that the attention it 
has received has contributed to recent 
concems on campus, but stresses that 
no hazardous materials have been 
found at Sac State.

Monday-Wednesday schedule first conceived 


as way to attract students to University

State. The school’s schedule at the time 
was traditional. Monday-Wednesday- 
Friday classes ran 50 minutes, while the 
Tuesday-Thursday classes and some 
Monday-Wednesday offerings were 75 
minutes long. 


But by 1994, Sac State was in the 


fourth of five straight years of shrink- 
ing student enrollment, going from 
more than 26,000 in 1990 to 22,726 
in 1995. Classrooms sat empty. Facul- 
ty and staff faced lay-offs. 

According to Gerald Helland, an 
analyst in Sac State’s Office of Insti- 
tutional Research, the recession and 
falling student enrollment were linked. 

“Tf you look at the California State 
University and nationwide enrollment 
during any economic downturn, the 
trend lines are very clear — enroll- 
ment drops,’ Helland said. “And when 
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things are good, enrollment goes up.” 

Faced with a 15 percent student 
population plunge — and the decreased 
state funding that went with it — ad- 
ministrators reacted. 

According to retired mathematics 
professor Richard Cleveland, former 
Vice President of Academic Affairs 
and Provost Jolene Koester went to 
the Academic Senate in the fall of 1994 
with an idea: Find a way to permit 
“flexible scheduling” that might attract 
students back to school and prop up 
enrollment. Koester, who became pres- 
ident of CSU Northndge in 1999, was sec- 
ond only to Gerth in the administration. 

Two committees examined 
Koester’s idea. The first failed to make 
a proposal, but the second, chaired by 
Cleveland, soon submitted a solution: 
Make all classes start either on the hour 
or the half hour. 

The committee reasoned that the 
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proposal allowed both 75-minute and 
50-minute classes to run at the same 
time on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays and offer flexibility to students. 
Some classes would meet three days, 
others two, on Mondays and Wednes- 
days or Wednesdays and Fridays. Still 
others would meet every Friday for 
two-and-a-half hours. 

Cleveland’s committee believed the 
idea would raise graduation rates by 
allowing students greater schedule flex- 
ibility, making work and school easier 
to reconcile. 

“If a student could keep a job 
throughout academic life, that student 
would be more likely to graduate,” 
Cleveland said. 

_ The committee tested the idea using 
a computer model and then, backed 
by the administration, forwarded the 
plan to the faculty. 

“Tt was enthusiastically supported 







by the administration, especially Vice 
President Koester,’ Cleveland said. 

But several faculty members did 
not like the idea. 

“There was considerable opposi- 
tion from some members of the facul- 
ty,’ Cleveland said. “The proposal was 
heavily debated in the Senate.” 

Opposition came from faculty 
members who didn’t like a trend that 
started in the School of Business and 
slowly spread to other departments. 
Professors in that department proved a 
four-day schedule would help part- 
time workers. 

However, it was professors who 
benefited, not students.

George W. Bush has encouraged Americans to get back on 
airplanes. Attorney General John Ashcroft has warned that more 





attacks in the skies could be attempted as a result of the war. 


Typical government contradictions. 

What we citizens can ascertain, in the face of tightened security 
measures, is whether or not air travel is as practical as it used to 
be.

] wasn’t really intimidated, although seeing government agents 
in fatigues and armed to the teeth seems somehow un-American, 
as if I were standing in communist Cuba after a renovation. 
Whatever the case, the flight itself was business as usual. Unit- 
ed Airlines even provided free headphones and a radio station 'de- 
voted entirely to Pink Floyd. Show up to your flight at least an 
hour-and-a-half early... , 

... The world climate is as tumultuous as it has been in years, 
particularly in the powder keg that has become South Asia. Pak- 
istan in particular is a delicate situation. General Pervez Mushar- 
raf and his two-year-old government face a strong opposition to 
Pakistan’s support of the war in Afghanistan. Bush’s solution: 
Flood the region with arms. &  # | 

“Tt is critical we provide aid immediately to President Mushar- 
raf as he faces vocal and volatile opposition to his pledge to co- 
operate fully with the United States in our war on terrorism,” read 
a State Department memorandum. 

Part of this “aid” will require arming that country to the teeth 
via a flourishing global arms industry. The Bush administration 
recently lifted sanctions against Pakistan that were imposed af- 
ter multiple nuclear tests in 1998 and the military coup that 
brought Musharraf to power in 1999. How an influx of modern 
weaponry would be used against domestic opposition in Pakistan 
is a disturbing question. The Bush administration must not let rule 
of law in the international arena be discarded for our short-term 
objectives in Afghanistan. Curbing international arms sales is a 
good place to start. 

And we had better start soon. | 

Areport by Art Buchwald of The Washington Post, dated just 
a week before the Sept. 11 attacks, reported that arms sales 
leaped $36.9 billion this year. America is the market share leader 
by far. 

It is not unusual for customers of American arms to resell our 
weapons to unfriendly states. Friendly arms customers on one day 
have also turned into anti-American states the next. This is why 
Iran is operating F-14 Tomcat fighters and the Taliban are firing 
American-made Stinger missiles at American planes. Third 
World arms sales are a major debacle. Hopefully the Bush ad- 
ministration adopts a more enlightened policy... 

... When technology companies hit the fan, so did California’s 
economy and so could the California State University. If tax 
revenues aren’t pouring in, as they have in the recent economic 
boom, the CSU could face a budget crunch. This could mean high- 
er tuition. According to California State Student Association rep- 
resentative Brandon Kline, a tuition hike is inevitable. 

“We can’t control whether or not there is going to be a fee 
hike,” Kline said. ““What we can control is how much.” 

Not so, according to President Donald Gerth, who said the 
CSU has not considered raising fees. Said Gerth, ‘There has 
been no proposal that has come to me for a fee inerease at Sacra- 
mento State.” If there is a plan to raise tuition, it has not originated 
from the CSU headquarters, according to Gerth. “We’re asking 
for full funding of our budget and no fee increase,” he said. 

Let’s hope the CSU gets full funding. The community college 
system has already faced a budget crunch but won out in the State 
Legislature. Will the CSU raise fees if it is not so lucky? Only time 
will tell.

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ast August, our new provost, Bernice Bass de Martinez, entered one of 
the most powerful offices on campus with promise. She has now vacated 
post. 

President Donald Gerth said he must remain quiet on the matter. Said Gerth, 
“I do not discuss personnel issues, and I assume if I did I’d be fired.” If that is the 
case, Gerth’s bosses in the California State University administration should look 
at the memorandum he sent on Oct. 8 to the entire campus conceming Bass de Mar- 
tinez’s so-called leave of absence. ey 

The memorandum, written by Gerth himself, painted a positive picture. Ac- 
cording to Gerth, Bass de Martinez left the provost position at her request, to pur- 
sue her “longtime professional and personal interest” to modemize higher education 
in a small West African nation called Cote d’Ivoire. Bass de Martinez will apparently 
contribute to that program from the Sacramento area. 

The memorandum continued pleasantly. “She has worked tirelessly for the in- 
stitution on the campus, in the system and nationally. I want to thank her publicly 
for all that she has done.” 

When The State Hornet spoke with Bass de Martinez, however, her statements 
wildly contradicted Gerth’s. She had no plan to leave her position, and has even 
sought legal advice. These actions indicate that her departure may not have been 
the love-fest that Gerth described. It is not clear which side is telling the truth. What 
is Clear is that either Gerth or Bass de Martinez is lying. 

Gerth has been predictably reticent since Bass de Martinez’s comments were

Married Sac State alumni hold joint art 
exhibit in Kadema Halls Else gallery

oodwork, painting, 
lunch pails, a serial 
killer and a Disney 
character all share the spotlight dur- 
ing the "Mr. and Mrs." art show, 
running now through Dec. 7 in 
Kadema Hall’s Else Gallery. 

The exhibit features the art of 
husband-and-wife artists Michael 
Stevens and Suzanne Adan. 

The couple first met at Sacra- 
mento State in 1966 after enrolling 
in the same printmaking class. They 
began dating a year later, and were 
married in 1970. 

As poverty-stricken college stu- 
dents, they began searching thrift 
stores to find items to use in their 
art. This is still a clear aspect of 
their art today. 

The show contains an amazing 
assortment of painting, woodwork, 
antique toys and metal lunch pails. 
Stevens, who contributes the ma- 
jority of the paintings and all of the 
woodwork, usually combines the 
two art forms. This allows him to 
express two separate levels of cre- 
ativity in each of his pieces. 

His most intriguing entry, "Capt’n 
Ned’s Puppet Theater," is a dark 
painting. An ocean exists as a back- 
drop for two beautifully crafted 
wooden puppets. 


An interesting wooden piece 


from Stevens is a perfect likeness of 
the Disney character, Pluto the dog, 
which stands above an almost un- 
noticeable picture of Charles Man- 
son.

It 
worked with tremendous success. 
Check. When the Hornets sent the 
house on defense, Davis went with 
heavy protection schemes. Davis 
seemed to have the answers before 
being asked the question. It was a mas- 
terful mix and match of a game plan. 

Meanwhile, the Homet offense was 
fighting an uphill, Mount Everest-type 
battle for most of the evening. Davis 
put Ryan Leadingham under constant 
duress, not to mention on his back, 
through the game. 

While the freshman never lowered 
his head, his team was never in this 
game. Down 30-0 after a Davis touch- 
down late in the third quarter, Lead- 
ingham was seen on the sidelines 
telling his teammates, “Don’t quit.” 

This game was a trial for the young 
signal caller with the hopes that maybe 
someday he will be leading a fastbreak 
- Hormet offense against Davis the same 
way the polished O’Sullivan ran the 
field for the Aggies Saturday. 

The Hornets must find a way to 
hold onto the ball more frequently for 
next year’s Causeway Classic.

The ceremonious cannon used to 
celebrate Sacramento State touch- 
downs was silent Saturday at Fred An- 
derson Stadium as the University of 
California, Davis, football team 
blanked the Hornets 43-0 at the 48th 
annual Causeway Classic. 

The Sac State football team’s hopes 
for a win in October, plus back-to- 
back winning seasons, were shut out 
by an Aggie squad (6-2 overall) which 
forced seven turnovers and was led 
by their senior standout quarterback 
J.T. O’Sullivan on offense. 

The seven turnovers tied a Hornet 
record set back in 1993 against San 
Francisco State University, but that 
was a 49-10 Sac State win. 

“We can’t turn the ball over that 
much and expect to win the football 
game,” a dejected Hornets. head coach 
Jon Volek said after the game. “We 
put entirely too much pressure on our 
defense.” 

The second largest crowd at Homet 
Stadium — 17,328 — saw a Hormet 
team hurt itself with poor execution 
and costly tumovers, a common theme 
that has haunted the young team all 
season long. 

Ironically, last year’s Causeway 
Classic, played in horrible weather and 
referred to as the ““Mud Bowl,” ended 
ina 13-10 Aggie victory that produced 
three total turnovers, only one by the 
Hornets. 

Saturday, playing in a crisp, dry 
autumn night, the two teams produced 
eight turnovers. 

The Hornets’ effort began with a 
promising start when senior defensive 


_.end Drew Bogetti picked off an at- 


tempted screen pass, then managed to 
rumble six yards down to the UC 
Davis 4-yard-line in the game’s open- 
ing minutes. 

Two plays later, freshman quarter- 
back Ryan Leadingham dove into the 
end zone in what appeared to be the 
game’s first points and an early Homet 
lead.

Things did not get better for Lead- 
ingham. 

Seven minutes later, Leadingham 
fumbled again, setting up the Aggies’ 
first score — a touchdown. Leading- 
ham fumbled once more in the sec- 
ond half, accounting for three of the 
five Hornet fumbles. 

What hurt more was the fact that 
four of the five lost fumbles by Sac 
State were inside the UC Davis 40- 
yard line, all possible scoring chances 
for the Hornets. 

The seven turnovers tied a school 
record, done twice during Sac State’s 
1993 campaign. 

But the seven turnovers made the 
defense play 34 minutes of the 60- 
minute game. 

Volek knew that would put a defi- 
nite strain on the defense. 

“You cannot turn the ball over that 
many times and expect to win,” Volek 


said. “It puts way too much pressure on 
our defense.” 

UC Davis took advantage of the 
turnovers, and effectively used the run 
and pass to perfection. The Hornet de- 
fense gave up 278 rushing yards as 
well as 285 yards passing. But 28 of 
UC Davis’ 43 points came off of Sac 
State turnovers. 

Sac State has not been able to con- 
trol the running game of late. In each of 
the Hornets’ last three games, the de- 
fense has given up more than 200 yards 
on the ground. 

In four of the last five games for 
the Hornets, the team has given up 
more than 400 total yards to its oppo- 
nents. 

In Sac State’s last two games, both 
at home, the opponent has gotten a 
mind-boggling 500-plus total yards. 

“We need to get better,” Volek said.

As for Leadingham’s counterpart, 
O’Sullivan was given plenty of time 
by an offensive line that controlled 
the line of scrimmage, giving the her- 
alded gunslinger the time to use an 
effective play action set up by an effi- 
cient running game. 

O’Sullivan lit up the Hornet sec- 
ondary for 253 yards on 16-of-24 pass- 
es, resulting in three touchdown strikes, 
including a 47-yard bomb to Michael 
Oliva with three minutes left in the 
third quarter that sent many Hornet 
fans home early. 

The Aggies used a balance attack 
with 278 yards rushing and 285 yards 
passing to keep a guessing Hornet de- 
fense off balance.
